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AMMAN (R) — Palestinians in 
the Israeli-occupied Arab ter- 
ritories appealed to the United 
States ana the Soviet Union on 
Monday to ensure the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) is 
involved in any settlement of the 
Palestinian problem. 

The statement, issued on the 
eve of the Geneva summit bft- 
■ ween U.S. President Ronald Rea- 
gan and Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, said. 

“We ask the superpowers at 
their historic meeting to adopt the 
cause of our people in the occ- 
upied territory who fully support 
the PLO and to open the way for it 
to join in efforts being made for a 
just, political settlement of the 
Palestinian cause.” : 

The Palestine- news agency 
WAFA . which distributed the sta- 
tement. said it was signed by 5.000 
people representing various pro- 
fessional groups, academics and 


students in the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

The statement said the PLO was 
the only legal representative erf the 
Palestinians and without its par- 
ticipation there oould be no just 
and stable settlement through an 
international Middle East peace 
conference. 

It renewed loyalty to PUD Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat, praised 
Moscow’s policies and denounced 
the United States and Israel for 
trying to “liquidate the Palestinian 
identity.” 

Palestinian newspapers pub- 
lished in East Jerusalem on Mon- 
day praised Soviet support of die 
PLO. 

Al Juds said that Moscow, by 
linking its participation in an int- 
ernational Middle East peace con- 
ference with that of the PLO.

Peres prefers 
more Soviet 
Jews to ties 
with Moscow 

TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres said 
on Monday if he had to choose 
between restoring ties with foe 
Soviet Union and relaxing emi- 
gration of Soviet Jews, he would 
prefer foe latter. 

In a dosed parliamentary com- 
mittee meeting. Peres- was quoted 
by Israel army radio as saying the 
issue of free emigration for Soviet 
Jews was more important to Israel 
than renewal of dqjlomatic links. 

Peres was quoted by foe radio as 
telling the Knesset’s foreign aff- 
airs and security committee that 
US. President Ronald Reagan 
told him that foe issue of Soviet 
Jews would be brought up in foe 
Geneva summit between foe U.S. 
president and Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev. 

Peres also d aimed that Jordan 
.and Syria have asked foe Soviet 
Union to renew diplomatic rel- 
ations with Israel. 

Jordan and Syria are concerned 
that until the Soviets renew ties 
broken in 1967. Israel will not 
allow foe Soviet Union to play a 
role in the Mideast peace process. 
-Peres was quoted as saying by foe 
Radio. 

But it quoted foe premier as say- 
ing that Israel would accept Soviet 
participation in foe peace process 
if the Soviets relaxed their res- 
trictions on Jews emigration. 

The radio also quoted Peres as 
stressing that an international 
peace conference oould only acc- 
ompany direct talks with Jordan 
and participants would not be able 
to force any decisions on foe two.

Maronite Bishop shot 
dead in east Lebanon

gunmen assassinated the deputy 
Maronite Catholic bishop of wes- 
tern Bek aa Valley and his nephew 
on Monday near their home in foe 
village of Sagjhbin. police rep- 
orted. 

A police spokesman said the 
deputy bishop. Father Boulos 
Georaes Sabjlani. was riddled 
with 30 bullets in the ambush as he " 
and his nephew* were driving from 
foe village to nearby Eitanit 

Father Sahjlani. 52. and his 
nephew. Alfred Younis. 20, who 
was driving foe car. were taken to 
hospital in Saghbin. Police said 
both died soon after. 

The double slaying raised sec- 
tarian tension m the Syrian- 
controlled Bekaa Valley in east 
Lebanon. But police reported no 
further violence. 

The killings were the latest in a 


string of sectarian slayings and 
shootings in the region. 

Police said it was not known 
who carried out the assassinations. 

The trillings came as militiamen 
clashed for three hours across Bei- 
rut's dividing green line as their 
leaders remained deadlocked over 
a Syrian-sponsored peace plan to 
end Lebanon’s decade-old civil 
war. 

The Maronite bishop of the 
west Bekaa.

Volcano rescue work 
resumes against all odds 

ARMERO, Colombia (R) — 

Rescue workers risked a major 
threat of disease on Monday as 
they searched desperately for any 
last survivors from the Colombian 
volcano disaster among rotting 
corpses entombed in a sea of mud. 

Officials at Armero. foe town 
obliterated last week tty a volcanic 
mudslide that killed 22.000 peo- 
ple. pleaded that so more bodies 
be brought to populated areas, to 
avert epidemics of typhus, yellow 
fever and malaria. 

The search in foe stinking slu- 
dge continued on Monday after an 
outcry following an ann- 
ouncement by Health Minister 
Rafael de Subiria Sunday nigh t 
that this once picturesque mou- 
ntain town should be sealed off 
and fumigated to prevent disease.

Gandhi 
and Zia 
optimistic 
over ties 

MUSCAT (Agencies) — Indian 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi and 
Pakistan’s President Zia U1 Haq 
on Monday foreshadowed warmer 
relations between their countries 
after talks during Oman’s Nat- 
ional Day celebrations. 

Both leaders described their 
half-hourmeeting as "very good.” 
Mr. Gandhi said: “The mood is 
there for normalisation.” 

Mr. Zia told reporters Mr. 
Gandhi invited him to India and 
added he might go there in mid- 
December after a summit of the 
seven-nation South Asian Ass- 
ociation for Regional Coo- 
peration in Dhaka. 

Indian sources told Reuter foe 
Pakistani leader was expea ed in 
Delhi on Dec. 1 6. 

Mr. Zia said the talks were held 
“in a very good atmosphere” and 
was confident foe dialogue would 
lead to better relations between 
the two neighbours. 

The two countries have fought 
three wars since partition in 1 947 
and relations have been under 
renewed strain over skirmishes 
.along foe border and Indian sus- 
picions that Pakistan is building a 
nuclear bomb. 

“We discussed bilateral pro- 
blems and areas of cooperation 
between the two countries." Mr. 
Zia said. The topics included 
"points to which we oould and 
could not” agree, he said. 

Mr. Gandhi added that an Ind- 
ian proposal for a treaty of peace 
and friendship and a Pakistani 
counter-offer of a “no war pact” 
remained under discussion. 

The two leaders made no ref- 
erence to allegations that Pakistan 
is trying to build a nuclear wea- 
pon. 

It was the fourth meeting bet- 
ween Mr. Gandhi and Mr Zia 
since the assassmation of Mr. 
Gandhi's mother, then Prime Min- 
ister Indira Gandhi, in October 
last year.

KHARTOUM (AP) — Politfcal 
parties, trade unions and a rep- 
resentative of the. ruling militaiy 
council have signed a diarter to 
defend democracy in Sudan. 

' The .charter, signed at a public 
rally Sunday night, defined a 
democratic system as one based 
on multiple parties, the people's 
sovereignty, respect for foe law. 
mdependence 01 foe judiciary and 
human rights. The document cal- 
led for safeguarding it 

It was signed by 18 major pol- 
itical parties, trade unions and 
associations, most them members 
of foe National Alliance Front 
that spearheaded a general strike 
leading to a militaiy coup against 
former President Jaafar Numeiri 
last April. 

A representative of foe ruling 
Transitional Military Council 
1 (TMQ signed foe document, thus 
endorsing its call for civfl dis- 
obedience and foe formation of a 
resistance front in case of an att- 
empt to form a military or civilian 
dictatorship. 

The TMC has -promised to hold 
general elections next April to 
hand over power to civilian?. 

The charter stipulates that the 
armed- forces is a national ins- 
titution to defend territorial int- 
egrity and foe democratic system 
but that it should not interfere in 
politics except through the tread of 
state. ' 

The charter also said any for- . 
eigh power that recognises-or sup- 
ports dictatorship, in Sudan shall 
be regarded as an enemy of foe 
Sudahese-people. .

Weizman invited to Egypt for talks 


TEL A VI V (AP) - Cabinet min- 
ister. Ezer Weizman has been inv- 
ited to.- Egypt for discussions 
aimed at improving ties between 
the two countries. Israeli new- 
spaper reported Monday. 

'Hie invitation was delivered by 
Egyptian Charge d'Affaires Moh- 
ammad Bassiouny, who returned 
from Cairo this weekend, said the 
daily. Maariy. 

Tlie. reports did not indicate 
when Mr. Weizrpan’s trip might 
.take place, with which Egyptian 
leaders he would me.eL and what 
subjects would be discussed. 

Relations between the two cou- 
ntries have been strained since 
Israel invaded Lebanon in 1 982. 
and further deteriorated following 
Israel’s Oct. 1 bombing of Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) headquarters in Tunisia 
and the killing of seven Israeli tou- 
rists by an Egyptian policeman in 
the Sinai Desert four days later. 

The two countries are also try- 
ing to resolve a border dispute 
over the one-square-kilometre 
Taba beach resort on the Red Sea. 
Israel did not return Taba with foe 
rest of the Sinai under the peace, 
treaty, saying the area is “.leg-r, 
itimately part of Israeli territory.” 

The invitation came as Egypt 
an d Jordan were reported to be 
try ing to pull Syria and the PLO 


urio - a joint A fab p eace initiative 
which would lead tq an int- 
enational peace conference. 

Mr. Weizman. a minister wit- 
hout portfolio, close adviser to 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres and 
key negotiator in the' 1979 
Israel- Egypt peace treaty, could 
not imuiediatciy be readied for 
comment.

Committee. Mr. Shamir felt Mr. 
Weizman was treading on bis ter- 
Titory as foreign minister. 

The crisis was only resolved 
after Mr. Peres, threatening to res- 
ign. asked the entire 25-member 
cabinet to consider the visit- The 
cabinet gave its approval. 

Mr. Weizman recommended 
after three days of talks with Egy- 
ptian President Hosni Mubarak

People are still dying in isolated 
northern Ethiopian villages

ADDIS ABABA — In the "iso- 
lated villages- of .-northern Eth- 
iopia. miles from roads -and help, 
people are still dying of starvation.' 

. Northern Ethiopia is a. larid of 
windswept plateaux cut by deep 
ravines. There a re; few roam and it 
takes a' long time for foe outside . 
world to hear of- hunger in such 
places. — if jt "ever does. . i 
. Canadian helicopter pilot Don . 
Wederfort said he was told in Julie 
by fanners living on top of one 
such plateau -.that '350 .peasants 
-and mtinks". were starving in- the. 
"tiny village of Ganamba at the bot- 
tom of the escarpment. 

Wederfort was able to bring the 
people foo'd and aboutfour tonnes - 
of seeds, landing his helicopter on 
a small area of level ground. near, 
■their village. This saved their Jives. . 

Thanks to -the seeds'and food 
that be, brought. Ganamba. is now 
relatively thriving again and is sur- 
rounded by small patches of gre- 
enery. 

Wederfort Said if he had not 
beeti told of foe village, purely by 
chance, .most • of foe villagers 
would now be dead. ’ 

In nearby areas of northern 
Wollo province, seeds are of no 
use. 

Despite good rains in other 
drought-hit areas this- "summer, 
much of Wollo remains bare .and 
grey. This year’s harvest is exp- 
ected to be little better than last 
year’s disastrous crop'. ’ 

Isolated patches of green seen . 
from the air-are deceptive. 

' '“Now foe rain has stopped 
■some crops are not as good as they 
iqok in foe distance. It’s not a 
complete failure but things afe 
dry.’* said Beth Mathews, foe 


Canadian medical coordinator at 
Harbo Famine Camp, south of foe 
major camp at Korem. • 

According to foe U.S.-basdd- 
religious charity World Vision, 
one of the largest. private agencies 
working in Ethiopia. 2.000 people 
are still' dying every day" of malr.- 
nutrition and. related 'diseases. 

Nobody knows for' sure how 
many have died since the eme- 
rgency appeal was launched a year 
ago in the developed world- after 
foe ' broadcasting' of news film 
showing foe starving- people of 
Ethiopia; . • ■ 

The outgoing U-Ni relief chief 
in Efbi.opia. Assistant 
Secretory-General Kiirt* Janssbn" 
of Finland, said most estimates put 
foe number at lindec 500,000. 
Nobody "knows how many •hun- 
dreds of thousands died in foe pre- - 
reding; drought years. . - 

The government says that miK" 
lions were saved by foe out- 
pouring of aid in foe past year. 

•The benefits offoaf aid are most 
evident in thelarge famine camps, 
.like Korem, where in October last 
yearf 00 people a day were dying 
and foe survivor* were little 'more 
than -skin and bones: . 

Now the children at Korem are 
boisterous and cheeky, asking vis- 
itors for pens and money; ' 

' Last week, foe camp had only 
20,000 ’ inhabitants, compared 
with 85,000 in January. Most of- 
those whq have left have, returned ' 
to their villages or beep resettled 
urmore'fertile parts of foe west 
and south west. 

But most of the. people who 
have left foe camp are still living 
on relief handouts that they collect 
once a month, for the rains around 
Korerq have been disappointing 
yet again. ..

Many’ Western officials also 
question whether it is necessary to 
move as many people as foe gov- 
ernment plans, or to resettle' them 
so far from their homes. 

Pat Banks of World Visjoa said 
peasants she had spoken to in A ji- 
bar,.a desolate village- high on a- 
Wollo - plateau.- told her: “We 
would rather die"- than move hun- 
dreds of miles away to lower, more 
fertile areas completely different 
in landscape and climate from foe 
land their families had always- til- 
led.

chair man of the * -general ass- 
embly in 1 977, to have chaired foe 
technical committee on pro- 
gramme.. and coordination and to 
have been a member of foe budget 
and finunce committee of WTO. 

The membership of foe World 
Tourism Organisation at present 
is made up of 106 frill members. 
However, foe organisation has a 
large number of affiliate mem- 
bers. which include .international 
bodies concerned with specialised 
interests in tourism and com- 
mercial bodies such as hotel and 
travel organisations. Alia, foe 
Royal Jordanian Airline, is an aff- 
iliate member of WTO. The gen- 
eral assembly selects an executive 
body to lay down its policies. The 
executive council today is made up 
of 21 countries representing the 
six geographical regions which inc- 
lude. foe Middle East, the Ame- 
ricans. Europe. South Asia. East 
Asia and the Pacific and Africa. 
Jordan and Iraq were elected dur- 
ing the General Assembly mee- 
ting at Sofia to serve on foe exe- 
cutive council for a period of four 
years. 

The fundamental aim of foe. 
WTO says Mbs Hlass is, “'the 
promotion and development of. 
tourism with a view to t con- 
tributing towards. economic dev- 
elopment, international und- 
erstanding, peace, prosperity and . 
universal respect for' and obs- 


ervance of human rights and fre- 
edom for ail The WTO sees tou- 
rism not only as a means of bri- 
nging in foreign-currency but as a. 
way of accelerating the circulation 
of national currency at all levels of 
foe nation.” First of all explains. 

■ Mss Hlass.- tourism bolsters and 
generates job creation whidi inc- 
lude catering services, acc- 
ommodation. entertainment, craft 
industries .as well as transport fac- 
ilities. Tourism, .she adds, “could 
. elp absorb part of foe unemploy ed 
labour force and limit urban mig- 
ration by creating job opp- 
ortunities within foe different tou- 
ristic sites, thus speeding up. foe 
distribution of national^ wealth.” 

The WTO assists in the field of 
tourism through various ways and 
means including the provision of 
experts, the conduction of training 
programmes and seminars, foe 
preparation of statistical studies 
ana research as well as foe fielding 
of operational missions. 

As a career diplomatMiss Hlass 
was Jordan’s first female amb- 
assador she is admirably suited to 
promoting her country - at con- 
ferences such as foe Sofia ass- 
embly. 

Resolutions 

The Sofia assembly voted on 
some important and far reaching- 
resolutions pertalhing to the travel 
and tourist industry. Given foe 
advantages inherent to this ind- 
ustry. foe assembly reminded 
member states to press their gov- 
ernments for both increased res- 
ources and authority similar to 
those enjoyed by other dev- 
elopmental departments. Sec- 
ondly. an important bill of rights 
and a tourist code as well as sta- 
ndard . and recommended pra- 
ctices regarding passports, visas 
etc. were adopted by the ass- 
embly. 

Fplitics too played its role in foe 
assembly,-. In her opening speech 
to foe conference. Miss Hlass del- 
ivered a forceful indictment of Isr- 
aeli aggression in foe Middle East 
and demonstrated how IsraeTs 
forces of Zionism had shattered' 
pedee in foe area. In commenting' 
on foe WTO theme for 1986 — 
“Tourism, a vital force for world 
peace.” Miss Hlass explained that 
“peace in foe land of peace ” had 
not existed for over years. “The 
.elements of development and 
peace;'*- she said “are so' int-’ 
erdependsnt and interrelated that 
there can be nor development wit- 
' hout peace, and hence my country 
is firmly committed to all paths 
leading to a' just and lasting peace 
in our area, in the absence of 
which, tourism cannot evolve eff- 
ectively and thus better foe lives of 
our people and mankind atlarge.”

WASHINGTON — Ronald Rea- 
gan vaulted from the film lots of 
Hollywood to ' foe pinnacles of 
power and has since become at 74 
one of foe most conservative, 
popular and resilient' presidents in 
American history. 

He frequently tempers his con- 
servative philosophy with pra- 
gmatism, .especially in foreign aff- 
airs. . ■ 

An ardent ant i-Co mmunis t who 
1 once called foe Soviet Union an 
evil empire, be suddenly 'turned 
away from, policies of con- 
frontation 10 months before his 
reelectkm in 1984 to a second 
term and urged. the Kremlin .to 
join him in working fof peaceful 
relations. 

The climax of his policy change 
comes when he meets Soviet lea- 
der MikhaD Gorbachev in Geneva 
on Tuesday and Wednesday, foe 
I first superpower summit since 
1979.' . 

. The approach to Geneva was 
’ marked by a public relations battle 
in which Gorbachev attempted to 
lull Reagan’s strategic deforce ini- 
tiative (SDI). foe multi-billion 
dollar “Star Wars” research pro- 
ject to build a defence against att- 
acking missiles: 

Reagan countered by arguing 
that an SDI system would destroy, 
weapons not people. He has also 
tried to broaden foe agenda of the 
summit, stressing such issues as 
Soviet intervention in Afg- . 
hanistan and alleged Soviet 
human rights' abuses. 

. . U .S . allies put micleararms con- 
trol negotiations at foe top of foeii 
concerns and were disappointed 
Mien Reagan stressed his broader 
agenda in a speech to foe United 
Nations - General Assembly a 
month before the talks: 

A former Hollywood star and 
California governor. Reagan def- 
ied sophisticated political wisdom 
by thrashing incumbent Jimmy 


Carter ' and w inning foe White 
House with ease in 1980. 

Abeady the' oldest man ever 
sworn into office as U.S. president 
at 69. he went on to survive. an ' 
assassin’s bullet, lead a' dramatic 
rightward shift in U.S. policy and 
win reelection by an even bigger 
landslide in 1984. ' 

Six months into his second term. 
Reagan had surgery for bowel 
'cancer in July 1985. was ten- 
tatively pronounced cured and 
was back as host at a state -dinner 
for China’s President Li Jtiannian - 
in only 10 days. 

- Reagan's presidency has been 
devoted to- four main goals: Rek- . 
in tiling U.S. self-respect and con- 
fidence after setbacks such as the 
1979-81 crisis in which Iran held 
53 Americans hostage: Reb- 
uilding a supposedly inferior U.S. 
military to equal or surpass that of 
the Soviets: Stripping “big gov- 
ernment” : back to foe bare ess- 
entials at home: And stirring eco- - 
nooouc .growth by cutting both 
taxes and domestic spending. 

His performance has been mar- 
■ ked by crises in foreign policy and 

- successes'll! his dealings with Con- 
gress on domestic issues, although 
he has found the going much rou- 
gher on Capitol Hill during his 
second term than in foe first . 

During his tenure, Mioscow 
broke off arms- control talks in 
anger at Reagan’s hawkish anti- 
Soviet positions. The talks were 
reinstated early in 1985 in what 
some Reagan critics saw as an ele- 
ction year gesture. - 

In two crises sparked by Leb- 
anese militants.- 239' US. ser- 
vicemen were killed by a bomb in 
Beirut in 1983, and 39 Americans 
were held for 17 days by ShPite 
airline hijackers in 1985. 

These challenges to American 
power went largely unanswered 
but Reagan- last month ordered 
foe interception by US. planes of 
an Egyptian .airliner carrying foe 
alleged hijackers. of anTtalian cru- 
ise ship. 


In October 1983 a U.S.-led inv-. 
asioo of foe Caribbean island of 
Grenada, widely supported at 
home: toppled' a Marxist gov- 
ernment. 

Reagan haswon the nickname 
of “foe great communicator”.' 
being a mast of television and ski- 
lled radio performer. 

.He was born in Tampico, 111- 
■ inois. foe second son of a hard- 
drinking itinerant salesman. 

But it was a closely-knit family 
kid Reagan said he learned from 
it ja reverence for traditional val- 
ues. 

. He. alsp inherited from his fat- 
her liberal political views' and was 
a Democrat until 1962. 


After working his way 'through 
college, he became a radio sports 
announcer, then started his career 
in films, making mostly comedies 
and romances. 


■ During .his film career, he met 
his first.wife, actress Jane Wyman, 
and after their divorce -married 
another actress. Nancy Davis. who 
became ooedfhis most influential 
advisers. 


Reagan’s conversion to- con- 
servatism Saw him evolving foe' 
blend of patriotic' idealism, free 
market' theories and anti- “big 
government ' views that became

became governor of Cal- 
ifornia in. 1967 but lost in two bids 
for foe Republican presidential 
nomination before 1980. 


Critics often tty to-cast doubt on 
his ability or willingness to absorb 
details of complex problems. 

Some members of Congress 
complain that when they go to see 
him about pressing business he 
prefers to regale them with jokes, 
stories and reminiscences of his 
Hollywood days. 


■ He has also committed a series 
of, verbal gaffes. But his unc- 
onventional style mirrors bis life, 
and for foe most pah .foe people 
like what foe ’critics do not.

MOSCO VV — Mikhail Gorbachev 
comes to his first superpower 
summit after eight months in off- 
ice which have seen him stamp his 
personality on the nation and 
emerge as foe most powerful 
Kremlin leader for decades. 
-Articulate and 'determined, he 
has imposed bis mastery ovetpol- 

I icy. renewed much of the top 
' Kremlin echelon and convinced 
many Soviets that his stewardship 
may end a long period of sta- 
gnation for the 6£-year-oId 
Communist state. ' 

Only seven years since he was 
brought to Moscow from a pro- 
vincial Communist Party job. 
Gorbachev. 54. has had his men 
appointed to foe key jobs of prime 
minister, foreign minister and sec- 
retaries for the econonty and ide- 
ology. 

His prime goal, he says, is to 
revitalise foe economy and tra- 
nsform the mentality of those who 
run il His formula for reform con- 
tains no departure from orthodox 
Communist thinking. 

. But he has also taken firm con- 
trol of foreign policy, proving him- 
self a forceful spokesman for his 
country, and projecting an image 
of .younger, more open Soviet lea- 
dership. 

Some analysts see the balding. 
solidfy-bu3t south Russian as foe 
first Soviet lcader fully confident 
of his country's s tanding as a sup- 
erpower equal to foe United Sta- 
tes. . . 

On a trip to. France in October 
he deftly handled foe first press 
conference by a Soviet leader 
‘since foe early 1960s. 


Gesticulating, cajoling, and at 
times thumping the table, he came 
across as a polished but stDI very 
Soviet leader. 

“Don't let anyone try teHing us 
what to do,” be shouted while 
hammering foe table. 

Gorbachev’s combative*, deb* 
a ting style, honed by his law tra- 
ining at Moscow University, sug- 
gests President -Reagan faces -a 
formidable challenge at the Gen- 
eva summit. 

After meeting him this month, 
U.S. Secretary of State Geotge 
Shultz said: “He’s accustomed to 
interrupting and expressing a 
view.” 

U.S. Senator Sam Nunn said 
after a meeting in September: “He 
won’t only be comfortable at foe 
summit. Such a skilful lawyer 
would be comfortable at a U.S. 
trial lawyer's meeting." 

Shultz also noted that Gor- 
bachev, despite his style, still saw 
foe United States from an ort- 
hodox Soviet point of view. 

“They think everything that 
happens is foe result of a con- 
spiracy involving foe interaction 


revealing foe “iron teeth” that 
former Foreign Minister Andrei- 
Gromyko attributed to him in 
remarks last March. 

But in September he told US. 
interviewers he did not believe foe 
people feared - him. The remark 
appeared in Pravda. 

- Soviets, who talk to journalists 
say this & true. They say he has 
won respect, for the drive for dis- 
cipline that has 'brought down 
many corrupt or incapable off- 
icials. - 

Gorbachev has spread his mes- 
sage by breaking the tradition of 
distant leadership, taking his drive 
' for reform to the provinces where 
he has mixed with crowds on the 
street.

- He displayed this when Britain 
ordered out 25 Soviets accused of 
spying in September, ‘After 31 tit- 
for-tat expulsions on each Side. 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher called z halt . 

At home, Gorbachev is also 
projecting toughness, sometimes 


. Often appearing with his wife 
Raisa at his side, he has berated 
’local officialdom, spoken of past 
mistakes' and urged a new sense of 
purpose. 

For ordinaiy Soviets, his most 
symbolic act has been'a campaign 
against alcoholism, aimed at get- 
ting to grips with one of foe 
„ longest-standing scourges of Sov- 
iet society. 

The Kremlin has backed up foe 
laws. by. making receptions 
vodka-free and rooting out off- 
icials fond of foe bottle. 

Gorbachev’s reformist drive is 
seen as reflecting foe aspirations 
of a section of the party elite that 
grew impatient under, the- lea-, 
riership of Leonid Brezhnev. 

The lafe' Yuri AndropoV appr 
arently recognised Gorbachev as 
among foe best of this younger 
elite whehhe. supported his 1 978 
mrive from foe southern Russian 


.city of Stavropol, where he' was 
local party chief, to Moscow. 


LONDON (R) - Teny Waite, 
foe Church of England envoy now 
trying to gain freedom for four 
Americans kidnapped in Leb- 
anon, .has used a blend of dis- 
cretion. candour and humour to 
tackle missions against all odds. 

Waite, 46. impressed pro- 
fessional diplomats with his skills 
when he secured foe release of. 
four Britons held in Libya last 
February and three Anglican mis- 
sionaries held in Iran in 1981. 

The bearded, six-foot eight- 
inch (2.06 metre) layman also 
took part in talks which ted to foe 
. release in September of Reverend 
Benjamin Weir, an American mis- 
sionary who was held hostage m 
Lebanon for more than a year. 

After the 1981 Iranian neg- 
otiating success, a senior British . 
diplomat commented: “If that 
man had not gone into church 
work, we could have used his tal- 
ents.”' 

Then 'as now. Waite was sent by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Dr. Robert Runcie, to work for 
the release of foe detained men. 

. In Iran, where three British mis- 
siobaries were held on suspicion of 
spying in-foe wake of the Islamic 
revolution.' Waite intervened' on, 
betyalf of foC spiritual head .of their 
churtii. 

Wahe became involved in foe 
case of four Britons held m Libya 
when the family of one of foe hos- 
tages wroteiofoe archbishop say-- 


ing be was a committed Anglican. 

- The men were held after foe kil- 
ling of a British policewoman out- 
side foe Libyan embassy in Lon- 
don. Two faced secret charges 
and two were not notified of any 
charges. 

Waite succeeded m obtaining 
their release despite a diplomatic 
break between the two countries. 

The globe-trotting envoy bec- 
ame involved in the Weir case 
after a request from foe Pre- 
sbyterian Church. 


Roman Catholic Church. In 1980, 
Runcie. spiritual head of. foe 
world’s 60 million Anglicans, 
made him foe first layman to work 
as an Archbishop of Canterbury’s 
personal assistant.

After Weir’s release. Waite 
made a public appeal in New York 
for a meeting with the gunmen 
holding the four Americans and 
other Western hostages in Beirut. 

Runcie received a letter at foe 
weekend apparently signed by foe 
four Americans, and Waite, who 
had been in touch with the kid- 
nappers through an intermediary, 
decided to visit Beirut. 


“Travel, especially m remote 
parts of the world”, is listed 
among recreations in the “ Who's 
Who” entry for Waite. 

It. was this interest which took 
him - to Uganda, where he was 
working as an adviser tb the cou- 
ntry's archbishop when Idi Amin * 
seized power in' 1971. 

.At foe. same time, he set up a 
relief programme in southern- 
Sudan during a civil war. 

He remained in Africa for most 
of foe 1970s as a consultant to the. 


'aite said he established a rd- - 
atkmship with Libyan leader 
Muammar Jadhafi by giving him 
a book on Aristotle and foe Arabs 
and discussing Islamic-Christian 
relations in Africa with him 
The son of a policeman. Waite 
dreamed of foreign travel while a 
boy in Cheshire, northwestern 
England. He studied theology at 
foe Church Army College in Lon- 
don and worked for foe Anglican 
church in Britain before going to 
Africa . in 1968. • 6

AMMAN — During the Rot- 
hmans King's Highway Rally sta- 
ged last Friday by Jordan’s Royal 
.Automobile Club (RAC), all eyes 
were naturally on the cars, with’ 
their drivers and co-drivers as 1 
stars of the show. Those present at 
the RAC reception on Saturday 
night, however, quickly realised 
that organising a road rally is very 
niuch a “team" sport.” requiring 
the coordinated efforts of various 
organisations and hundreds of ind- 
ividuals to prepare the stage on 
which the cars and drivers deliver 
■ their performances. 

. Rallying has become a very 
popular sport in' Jordan., and the 
Kingdom now boasts of three nat- 
ional rallies and one international, 
rally each' year. To gain a better 
understanding of the sport of ral- 
lying. the Jordan Times visited the 
RAC arid spoke to some of the 
people .behind Friday’s King's - 
Highway competition... 

• Teddy-.Ledger.- one of the-.org-. 
anisers of the car ..rally told the 
Jordan Times that alj car rallies in 
Jordan since 1965 have beeaheld 
under the patronage <?f the RAC. 
The *RAC was 'established by a 
Royal 'Charter and is considered 
' to be t(ie governing body of motor- 
racing in Jordan. ■ 

The’ basic requirement for a 
competition in Jordan is 'pos- 
session of a national (iordaniaq) 
driver's licence. To -qualify for a 
rally, the individual .must apply to 
the RAC for a competitor's lic- 
ence. Mr. Ledger mentioned that 
■unfortunately those involved in 
car racing also must be - relatively 
wealthy since' spare .parts for a 
rally car are very expensive. • 

Mr.- Ledgers brother Dereck. 

. the general manager of the RAC. 
is responsible for creating what is 
called the Road Book for the par- 
ticipants in eajch rally. The Road 
Book is a guide that explains the 
route, time, -and distance of each 
stage in the ralty course. as well as 
overall course specifications. Der- 
. eck also designs fhe.courscs. tra- 
velling around Jordan three to 
Four moriths before each rally loc- 
ating routes and to measuring dis- 
tances. Once he decides on a 
route, the. Road Book, is com- 
piled. The route chosen for the 
King's Highway Rally was 300

Winnie Mandela condemns U.S. policy 


Thatcher called ‘Jezebel’ 
by Irish Protestants 


CAPE TOWN (R) — Black nat- 
ionalist leader Winnie Mandela 
will tell Americans this week that 
the U.S. administration's "con- 
structive engagement" policy 
towards South Africa is 3 failure. 

In a speech to be read in her 
absence when she receives a U.S. 
Human Rights Award on Wed- 
nesday. Mrs. Mandela attacks 
President Reagan's policy of pre- 
ssing ’ for reform through dip- 
lomacy. 

“Active engagement has failed 
miserably." she says in the speech 
shehas released to the media here. 
“The U.S. government condemns 
us to 20th Century slavery by ech- 
oing the programmes of the racist 
regime.” 

Mrs. Mandela will not be all- 
owed to leave the countiy to acc- 
ept the Robert Kennedy Hum- 
anitarian Award to be bestowed 
jointly upon her and two other 


South African campaigners aga- 
inst apartheid. 

She is currently defying an 
order from Pretoria to return to 
internal exile in the isolated Ora- 
nge Free State town of Brandfort. 

Winnie Mandela’s speech com- 
pares the current trials for treason 
of South African anti-apartheid 
activists with the attacks in Britain 
193 years ago on American Tom 
Paine, accused of sedition for adv- 
ocating mass suffrage. He wait to 
France before he could be tried. 

Blacks “asked no more than the 
right of each person to have one 
vote," she said. “Your (Ame- 
rican) government has taken the 
view that our liberation will be a 
setback to your own sphere of inf- 
luence. 

“We find the suffering of the 
oppressed more and more unb- 
earable. The South African reg- 
ime has declared war on children.

She spoke of “the savage public 
face of die regime in action'’ which 
world media reported until a rec- 
ent ban by Pretoria on film and 
photographic coverage of violent 
protests: 

More than 800 people have 
died in unrest over the past year, 
and nearly 6.000 people have 
been detained under emergency 
laws. More than 1.000 are still 
being held, police say. 

“What happened and still hap- 
pens in the privacy of prisons and 
detention camps is a story of unr- 
emitting bestiality." Mrs. Man- 
dela said. “Children emerge (from 
detention) with terrifying stories 
... and crippled limbs and staring 
eyes." 


LONDON (AP) — Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher in the 
House of Commons Monday 
faced the fury of Northern Ire- 
land’s 15 Protestant lawmakers,, 
enraged by her historic pact to 
give me Irish Republic a say in the 
province. 

One of the opponents. Dem- 
ocratic Unionist Party leader the 
Reverend Ian Paisley, denounced 
Mrs. Thatcher as the “Jezebel of 
Northern Ireland" from his Bel- 
fast pulpit Sunday night. 

“I can only liken Mrs. Thatcher 
to Jezebel, who sought to destroy 
Israel in a day of grave national 
crisis " said Rev. Paisley, referring 
to the ruthless, wicked woman in 
die Biblical Old Testament. 

But the fiery preacher said Pro- 
testants would not riot and fight 
the army and police. “We are' 


going to do this die constitutional 
way.” he told his congregation. 

The House of Commons session 
gave the Protestants their first 
chance to attack the accord signed 
Friday by Mrs. Thatcher and the 
Irish Republic's Prime Minister. 
Garret Fitzgerald. Both seek to 
bring peace to the Protestant- 
dominated North, where the ove- 
rwhelmingly Roman Catholic 
IRA guerrillas fight British rule. 

The Protestant legislators all 
belong to Unionist Parties, so cal- 
led because they want to maintain 
the union with Britain as part of 
the United Kingdom. They fear 
that Britain will eventually hand 
the province over to the 95 per 
cent Catholic Republic across the 
border and they are determined to 
wreck the new pact.

U.S. Nobel physician 
defends Soviet colleague 


.BONN (R) —The American head 
of the Nobel Peace Prize-winning 
“Doctors Against Nuclear War" 
group has accused a top West 
German pol itician of coming close 
to Nazi propaganda to discredit 
his Soviet associate. 

Bernard Lown. who chairs the 
East-West group with Soviet sur- 
geon Yevgeny Chazov. was res- 
ponding to claims by Heiner Gei- 
ssler. general secretary of the rul- 
ing Christian Democratic Union, 
that Dr. Chazov sanctioned Soviet 
human rights abuses. 

Dr. Lown told the Hanover 
Neue Presse. in an interview pub- 
lished Monday, that the charges 
came “dose to the propaganda 
.Germans suffered under in a past 
penbd.” 

He said the accusations were 
"just as ridiculous as if I were to 
hold Geissler responsible for the 
Nazi era and the burning of the 
Jews.” 

Mr. Geissler charged that Dr. 
Chazov, a deputy health minister, 
had joined in official moves to 
defame dissident Andrei Sak- 
harov. a peace prize laureate, and 
banish him into internal exile. 

He wrote to the Nobel Com- 


mittee in Oslo last week urging it 
not to present Dr. Chazov with the 
prize because "this would be a 
mockery of millions of people who 
support human rights.” 

Dr. Chazov and Dr. Lown are 
due to receive the award on behalf 
of the group, officially known as 
International Physicians For the 
Prevention of Nuclear War. in 
Oslo on Dec. 10.

1 landed on top of a pic- 
kup truck. There were eight of us 
there.” 

He estimates he was swept a lit- 
tle over 2 kDoraetres. 

During the night he beard flo- 
odwaters roaring down the mou- 
ntain and “I thought they would 
carry us away again,", he said. 
“Thanks to God they passed 20 
yards away and nothing h ap- 
pend.” 

Little remains of this Col- 
ombian mountain town, but toj 
Amadeo Orjuela it was still home 
and he did not want to leave. 

“He just kept telling us this was 
his land and he was not going any- 
where. He wants to stay." Eli- 
sabeth Mora, a Red Cross vol- 
unteer. told Reuters. 

Orjuela. 71. resisted efforts by 
rescue workers to make him aba- 
ndon his rickety wooden hut on a 
hilltop spared by the mudslide that 
killed 22.000 people and wiped 
A rmero off the map. 

Most of foe survivors have been 
evacuated. 

Among them was 50-year-old 
Isidro Borques, hauled out of the 
rubble of his home where he was 
trapped for three and a half days. 
Rescue workers cheered as Bor- 
ques was carried to a helicoprer 
suffering little more than a few 
scratches after a 24-hour battle to 
free him.

NEW DELHI (R) — Indian Mus- 
lim reformists and conservatives 
staged rival demonstrations this 
weekend as a debate raged over 
the state's power to overrule Mus- 
lim law. Demonstrators in western 
Maharasthra state marched on 
government offices in Jalgaon-to 
demand a ban cm Muslim "oral” 
divorce and bigamy, the Press 
Trust of India (PTI) said. At the 
same time in nearby Nagpur tho- 
usands of Muslims opposed to ref- 
orm called on the government to 
exempt Muslims from Indian civil 
laws on marriage and divorce, the 
news agency reported. The dem- 
onstrations followed protests by 
some of India's 100 million Mus- 
lims over a supreme court ruling 
last April which put Indian civil 
law above Muslim law.
